Business Has Been Conducted 
at a 
Loss of $ 15,000 a Day 
for Some 
Time—How Much of a Reduction 
W ill Be Made Cannot Be Learned 
But Expenses Must Come Down. 


The Chicago, Milwaukee A St. Paul 
railw ay company are retrenching in 
every direction. 
Considerable reduc­ 
tions are being made in the num ber of 
men employed in certain departm ents, 
as a direct; result, it is stated, of the 
unusual decline of earnings in the 
road, which is simply an experience 
a t the present tim e of all large roads 
which extend into the w heat belts of 
the west and northw est. 
Many sec­ 
tion men in Rock county have been 
laid 
off, and 
the 
officials say the 
falling off in daily earnings on this 
road as compared with those of last 
year, which was a very pocr year for 
the railroad business, owing to the 
panic, averages over $15,000 a day. 
The cutting down of the forces in 
the operating departm ent has begun 
in earnest. 
Ten brakem en were laid 
off from through passenger trains; 
three of the six assistant train dis­ 
patchers on the La Crosse divisions 
were dismissed for an indefinite period 
and one assistant each from the Prai­ 
rie du Chein and Northern division. 
This 
is reducing 
the num ber of 
employes in the occupations mentioned 
about one-half. 
How mnch of a re­ 
duction may have to be made la not 
known, but it is well understood to 
be the policy of President Miller th at 
w ith a heavy decline in the company’s 
business the operating force m ust be 
reduced and expenses curtailed to 
even up the loss in receipts. 
Owing to the nearly complete fail­ 
ure last summer of the grain crop in 
South Dakota, Iowa and other west­ 
ern states, through which the St. 
Paul runs, portions of the road have 
been doing practically no business 
this fall which together w ith the un­ 
usual dull business in general has cut 
the earnings down to an average of 
$105,000 per week lower than even 
last year a t this time.
